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1. [3 The amendment filed on 12 January 2006 under 37 CFR 1.312 has been considered, and has been: 

a) □ entered. 

b) □ entered as directed to matters of form not affecting the scope of the invention.

The amendments to claims 11, 12, 15 and 16 have been entered. Regarding claim 17, the change to computer-readable 
medium was made in the examiner's amendment and thus would not need to be entered. The further amendments 
regarding the associating of the (an) object to the network based application or non-network based application are not 
entered. See for instance claim 7. The use of the object associated with the network based application and the non- 
network based application would allow for a single instance of an object capable of being referenced by both applications 
and thereby associated with both applications. The current reading allows for each application to have their own object for 
referencing by stating an (the) object of a network based application or non-network based application. The amendment 
would broading the scope of the claims. Therefore, only the amendments to claims 11, 12, 15 and 16 are entered. All 
others are denied. 
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
